24, 25. which contain from the end 
of the Babylomſh Captivity till the death of Chriſt, (as is 
14 voce granted by Chronologers) four hundred and nine- 
ty years, * Zanchy 1s of opinion, rhat about rhe ſpace of 
thirty and three years (the time of Chriſt's bodily com- 
moration in the world) before the end of the ſeventy 
weeks,the Son of God came inthe fleſh. I confeſs it were 
the more remarkable,1f Chriſt and Damel!'s ſeventy weeks 
did bh expire rogether, 

2, Under the Rowan Empire, which was the fourth 
Monarchy, mentioned Dan, 2, In the time of A«- 
guſtus Ceſar, Chriſt was born inthe 42d yeer of his 
Reizne, ſay Epiphamm and Enſebims; in the 41f, ſay 
Tertullian and Ireneus.

oreat Witdom,picched upon this ſeaſon as molt proper and 
conventenc for the manifeſtation of his Son to the World 
in our Nature, Men can but admire the Wiſdome of 
God in this Circumſtance, as well as inthe thing, From 
Aquinas we may reverence the Wiſdome of God in 
this in two reſpe&s. 1. (hriſt was a great perſon, 
(though he came no: in great State) the King of Saints, 
the Soveratigne Majeſty of Heaven, (though he came nor 
into the World in Majeſty) therefore it was fit that ſome 
preparation ( of ſome thouſands ef yeers ) ſhould be 
made for his coming into the world, eſpecially in the
